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This is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on March 21 , 2006 in which claims 1 , 
5-6, 8, 15,19-21 were amended and claims 7, 13 and 25 were canceled. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-6, 8-12 and 14-24 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 8-12 and 14-24, now renumbered 1-22, are allowable over the prior 
art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention is directed to an EMS (Element Management System) and, in particular, to a 
method for database synchronization between an EMS and NES (Network Elements). 
The closest prior art Rekieta et al. U.S. Patent 6,098,076 disclose an SCP Database 
Migration System describing an IPU sync process that determines which records of the 
transient and/or voice mail that has changed and stores the changed record in a sync 
buffer. When the sync buffer is full, the IPU sync sends the contents of the sync buffer 
to the corresponding IPU of its mate SCP. However Rekieta et al. fail show a 
methodology that compares blocks of information in a common memory of a 
network element with blocks of information in a sync-related memory of the 
network element and transmitting data from the network element to a 
management system based on the comparison. These claimed features being 
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present in all the independent claims render claims 1-6, 8-12 and 14-24, now 
renumbered 1-22 allowable over the prior art of record.
